LONDON, Jan. 24 (AP)—The 
United Nations today ordered the 


creation of a special commission 
to devise controls for atomic en- 
ergy and moved swiftly toward ac- 
tion on political issues involving 
Jran, Greece and Indonesia. 

A few hours after the General 
Assembly had voted without dis- 
sent to set up the atomic com- 
mission under the Security Coun- 
cil, Secretary of State James F. 


Byrnes left for Washington in 
President Truman's plane, the 
“Sacred Cow.” 


Byrnes told reporters that the 
United States favored the quick- 
est possible public hearings by the 
council on charges filed by the 
Soviet Union against the British 
in Greect and Indonesia, and by 
Iran against Russia. Byrnes said 
the quicker the cases are given 


full hearings the better. 
Council Calls Meeting. 

The Security Council ordered 
a meeting of its 11 members to- 
morrow to take up the complaints. 
American officials expect that the 
council will decide to hold public 
hearings next week. 

Byrnes was particularly pleased 
that the first formal action of the 
General Assembly on a major 
question had as its objective the 
limitation of military armament. 
He said the Americans’ next move 
on the atomic question would be 
to urge the governments to ap- 
point their members to the new 
commission as soon as possible 
so it can get organize. at the 
United Nations Organization's 
headquarters in the United States. 

Other developments today in- 
cluded a proposal by the Amer- 
Scans before the assembly’s Trus- 
teeship Committee. It urged 
that millions of people under co- 
Jonial rule be assured that the 
ideals of the United Nations on 
self-rule and independence apply 
to them as well as to the people 
living under mandates and trus- 
teeships. 

Secretary's Salary Set. 

The assembly adopted a com- 
mittee report setting the Secre- 
tary General's net salary at $20,- 
000 annually plus a $20,000 expense 
account. The term of his appoint- 
ment was fixed at five years with 
the possibility of reappointment 
for a second five-year term, 

Byrnes said he did not know 
whether Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower would reconsider his re- 
fusal to accept the secretary-gen- 
eralship since the question of his 
selection had not been raised re- 
cently. 

He said Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
American member of the Security 
Council, would head the American 
delegation after his departure. 
Senator Tom Connally will be 
the American member of the im-| 
portant General (steering) Com-| 
mittee of the assembly.

ONE-WAY TRAFFIC 
UN 4 EAST-WEST 
STREETS STUDIED 


‘Public Service Co. Asked 


to Consider Proposal to 
Ease Congestion Down- 
town, 


The possibility of reducing traf- 
fic congestion by making Locust, 
Olive, Chestnut and Pine streets 
one-way thoroughfares in the 


downtown section was suggested 
today by the Mayor’s Traffic 
Committee, which asked the Pub- 
lice Service Co. to study the feasi- 
bility of such a plan, 

Establishment of one - way 
streets would necessitate drastic 
revision of a comprehensive plan 
for rerouting trolley and bus lines 
in the downtown section which 
the Public Service Co. presented 
- the City Plan Commission to- 
ay. 

Claude M. Gray, operations man- 
ager of the Public Service Co., 
said the study of one-way streets 
would be made at once, and he 
would report to the committee 
a week from today. On the des- 
ignated streets, it was proposed 
that streetcars would use the 
right-hand tracks, leaving two 
lanes to the left for vehicular 
traffic and a lane to the right 
for limited parking. 

The committee rejected a pro- 
posal to increase the speed limit 
in city parks from 20 to 30 miles 
an hour, but deferred action on a 
motion to raise the limit on cer- 
tain arterial highways from 30 to 
35 miles an hour. 

The plan for rerouting lines 
would greatly reduce volume of 
Streetcar and bus travel on Wash- 
ington avenue and of bus travel 
on Sixth and Seventh streets; 
switch service on Locust from 
trolley to bus, and eliminate vari- 
ous turns at busy intersections. 

“Establishment of Locust street 
as a full bus artery is an integral 
part of this entire plan,” says the 
company’s report. “In order to 


'make this feasible, however, and 
to obtain the advantages of -the 


plan which will result in terms of 
relief of traffic congestion, the 
parking of automobiles must be 
entirely eliminated from Locust 
street.” 

In the downtown area bounded 
by Third and Fourteenth streets 
and Clark and- Franklin avenues 
mass transit service would be set 
up as follows under the company’s 
plan: 

STREETCARS. 
Wellston line—Both ways in 
Franklin to Fourth, as now. 
Hodiamont and Park — Both 
ways in Washington to Third. 
Hodiamont, shifted from Locust,

V. Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, head 
of the Navy’s division on special 
wenpons, gave the Senate Atomic 
Energy Committee these details 
of the epochal] experiment, known 
by the codeword “Operation Cross- 
roads”: 

1. In the target fleet will be 
50 operating ships—two aircraft 
carriers, four battleships, two 
cruisers, 16 destroyers, eight 
submarines and 15 transports 
from United States fleets, plus 
a Germany heavy cruiser, a 
Japanese battleship and light 
eruiser—and 47 of other craft 
such as landing ships. 

2 The undertaking “is not a 
combined or international oper- 
ation, but rather a scientific 
experiment by the United States 
Government alone.”- The ques- 
tion of permitting foreign ob- 
servers has not yet been de- 
cided. 

3. The unmanned target ships 
will be anchored and placed in 
a manner cafculated to give ef- 
fects. varying from probable de- 
struction to negligible damage” 
in each type. 

4. The first test, early in May, 
calls for detonating an atomic 
bomb at an altitude of several 
hundred feet above the target 
vessels. A second test, tenta- 
tively set for July 1, will be an 
atomic burst at the water’s sur- 
face in the target area, 

5. A deep water test in the 
open sea is planned later, but 
technical difficulties preclude its 
being made this year. 

6. “Task force one’—a fleet of 
50 additional United States 
Navy ships with a complement 
of 20,000 men—will set up the 
experiment and make arrange- 
ments for recording its results 
by all modern scientific tech- 
niques. 

Famous Ships In List. 

Blandy, who has been named 
commander for the entire test by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, revealed 
that some of the best-known units 
of the United States fleet had 
been marked for target vessels. 
They include: 

The Saratoga, oldest United 
States carrier afloat which carried 
the fight from Guadalcanal to 
Japanese home waters; the cruis- 
ed Salt Lake City, “the one ship 
fleet” of Solomons fame: the bat- 
tleships Pennsylvania and Nevada, 
two Pearl Harbor victims that 
came back from near destruction 
to slug out the rest of the war; 
the Arkansas, oldest battlewagon 
in the Navy, and the New York, 
veteran of action from North Af- 
rica to Okinawa. The “cruiser car- 
rier’ Independence also will be a 
target. 

Japanese vessels in the test will 
be the 32,720-ton battleship Na- 
gato, flagship of Adm, Isoroku 
Yamamoto at the war’s outbreak, 
and the 6000-ton cruiser Sakawa. 
The Nagato was damaged in the 
closing phases of the battle of 
Leyte Gulf in October 1944 and 
again in July 1945 when a carrier 
strike caught it in Japanese home 
waters, 

The German entry is the 10,000 
ton Prinz Eugen, which has just 
arrived in Boston, This heavy 
cruiser was accompanying the 
Bismarck when a British force

effective at 12.01 a.m. Saturday. 

As previously announced, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Anderson will 
take over and operate the plants. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (AP) — The 
striking AFL meat packers’ union 
today telegraphed all its locals to 
“stand by for instructions from 
our general office.” 

The union, with 70,000 members 
on strike in the meat packing in- 
dustry, yesterday had ordered its 
membership to resume work Sat- 
urday, when the Government is to 
seize the strike-bound properties. 

The telegram, signed by Earl 
Jimerson, president of the AFL 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of America, 
and other international officers, 
said ‘‘do not be misled by any 
news item you may hear on the 
radio or see in the newspapers re-

ALIMONY PAYMENT

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
The financial burdens of striking 
steelworkers—at least those under 


court orders to pay alimony— 
were eased today. 


Judges L. Kenneth Harkins and 
Harry M. Montgomery of the Al- 
legheny county court suspended 
several alimony orders yesterday 
—for the duration of the strike. 
They said they would similarly 
approve other cases where hus- 
bands are unable to make pay- 
ments. 

Their rulings, however, were de- 
signed to aid the women who 
should receive the alimony rather 
than the men who pay it. The 
judges pointed out that state re- 
lief regulations forbid assistance 
to persons who are. recipients 
under financial support orders is- 
suea by the court. Suspension of 
the order makes them eligible.

House Bars White House Addition 
After Truman Predicts Approval 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
The House today blocked plans 
for a $1,650,000 addition to the 
White House a few hours after 
President Truman told reporters 
he didn’t think there was much 
opposition in Congress to the ex- 
pansion, 

By a standing vote of 110 to 41, 
the House ordered that $883,660 of 
the fund for construction, voted 
last year, should be used for gen- 
eral White House expenses for 
the next fiscal year, and the rest 
be restored to the Treasury. 

The $883,660 was the amount 
the Appropriations Committee 
recommended for general White 
House expenses in the pending In- 
dependent Offices appropriation 
bill. An amendment taking that 
amount from the fund previously 
allotted for the addition to the 
executive offices at the White 
House was offered by Represen- 
tative Case (Rep.) South Dakota. 
Almost every republican and a 
few democrats supported it.

Part of Truman’s press confer- 


‘ence today was taken up with his 


answers to critics of the White 
House enlargement plan. He went 
into detail about the proposed im- 
provements, emphasizing that the 
new executive office wing would 
not be visible from Pennsylvania 
avenue and that it would permit 
the removal of some workers from 
the White House. 

He asserted that, if the critics 
were still unsatisfied after his de- 
tailed explanation, they could 
chain themselves to a bush or tree.

Field Marshal Ordered 
French Seized, Pro- 


secutor Says — British 
Charge Von Neurath 
With Reign of Terror.

NUERNBERG, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
France charged today that the 
Nazis executed at least 29,000 in- 
nocent hostages in their occupa- 
tion of the fallen repubiic. 

Charles Dubost, the French 
prosecutor, made the accusation 
before the International Military 
Tribunal. He attributed prime re- 
sponsibility to Field Marshal Wi)l- 
helm Keitel and former Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering. They 
are two of the leading 22 Nazis 
on trial as war criminals, 

Another defendant, Baron Con- 
stantin von Neurath, former for- 
eign minister and “protector” of 
Bohemia and Moravia, was called 
Adolf Hitler's “handiest tool” in 
German -plans for conquest. The 
British demanded his conviction 
as a war criminal. 

Charges Against Keitel. 

Dubost said Keitel, who was 
head of the German high com- 
mand, levied harsh measures 
against the resistance movements 
which the Marshal termed “Com- 
munist activity.” He said Keitel 
negated Foreign Office efforts to 
obtain clemency and quoted this 
letter: 

“Henceforth, the most severe 
Measures ought to be taken in oc- 
cupied territories. In the future, 
the death penalty should in gen- 
eral be carried out.” 

Dubost accused Keitel of order- 
ing 50 to 100 French Communists 
to be shot for each German killed 
in France, and said similar in- 
structions to seize and execute 
hostages were sent to cominanders 
in Belgium, Norway, Holland, 
Denmark, the Ukraine, Serbia and 
Greece, 

Outlining Von Neurath’'s career, 
a British prosecutor accused him 
of instituting a deliberate reign 
of terror designed to Germanize 
Czechoslovakia. 

As protector, the prosecution 
said, Von Neurath obtained Hit- 
ler’s approval for a plan to ab- 
sorb “about half” the Czech 
population by dispersing the 
people throughout the Reich, with 
the rest to be “elimininated” by 
deportation or other means. 

Case Against Hess Remains, 

Presentation of the case egainst 
Von Neurath concluded for the 
time being the individual cases 
against the 22 defendants, with 
the exception of Rudolf Hess, 
whose counsel is incapacitated 
with a broken ankle, 

The condition of Julius 
Streicher, who suffered a heart 
attack yesterday, was rcported 
improved today. 

Opening their individual case 
against Von Neurath yesterday, 
the British presented documents 
and quotations designed to show 
that the defendant participated in 
a deliberate conspiracy to break 
international treaties. They said 
Von Neurath adeptly implemented 
Hitler's policies, in violating the 
military clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty, torpedoing the disarma- 
ment conference, re-establishing 
compulsory military training, for- 
tifying the Rhineland, and rearm- 
ing German forces. 


B.29 UP 312 HOURS 
AT 40,000 FEET .IN 
86-BELOW COLD 


DAYTON, O., Jan. 24 (AP)— 
A specially-equipped, high altitude 
B-29 Superfortress flew three 
hours and 38 minutes at an al- 
titude exceeding 40,000 feet where 
86 degrees below zero was re- 
corded, the Air Technical] Serv- 
ice Command reported yesterday. 

The flight, which the ATSC 
believed was an endurance record 
for stratosphere flight by heavier- 
than-air craft, was made at Boeing

First—Why were we unable to 
accept President Truman’s pro- 
posal that we go above our offer 
of a 15-cent per hour wage in- 
crease? Why couldn't steel go the 
extra 3% cents which the Prest- 
dent proposed? T shall try to deal 
with that as fully as possible in 
the next 15 minutes, 


Second—Is the major question. 
What is the solution to this grave 
controversy? Later ‘n this talk 
I shall have a suggestion to offer 
which I hope may lead to a solu- 
tion, 

Strike Against Reconversion. 


At the outset, | want to empha- 
size that this atrike was ot called 
by United States Steel Corp. or 
by any other memter of the steel 
industry. It is solely the strike 
of the United Steel Workers of 
America-CIO- It is a strike by 
that union against the whole steel 
industry. 
It is much more than that—it is 
a strike by this powerful union 
against reconversion—against full 
production and employment— 
against the ability of the return- 
ing service man to go to work, It 
is a strike by the unlon against 
the thousands of businesses 
throughout the country, large and 
small, which use steel. It is a 
strike against the public. 
This strike was called by the 
union in direct violation of the no- 
strike provision contained in the 
labor contracts between the union 
and the various steel companies, 
which have expiration dates in the 
autumn. What value has collec- 
tive bargaining. and a written con- 
tract, if a labor union can treat 
the contract as a scrap of paper 
whenever it pleases? 
The union cannot escape the re- 
sponsibility for this calamitous 
shutdown of the country’s most 
vital industry. The union has 
brought on this strike in an at- 
tempt to impose upon the steel in- 
dustry an unreasonable wage in- 
crease. Mr. Murray well knew 
when he made his demand for $2 
a day it could not possibly be 
granted, 
Company Tried to Avert Strike. 
United States Steel corporation 
has done everything within its 
power to avert a steel] strike. So 
you may know the truth, I should 
like to review briefly what has 
taken place. 
In the first place, you will recall 
that early in the war steel prices 
were frozen by the Government at 
approximately prewar levels, La- 
bor and other costs in the steel 
industry, however, have gone up 
most substantially since 1940. The 
result of mounting costs pressing 
against OPA ceiling prices was 
that most of our ordinary steel 
tonnage was being sold at a loss 
long before the union made its $2- 
a-day wage demand. In order to 
eliminate these losses, as far back 
as two years ago, we asked for 
new and fair ceiling prices, as pro- 
vided by law. In the face of such 
facts we were not able to offer a 
large wage increase. 

Higher Steel Ceiling Sought. 
Yet while these ceiling price ap- 
plications were still pending—last 
October—the union made its de- 
mand for a $2-a-day general wage 
increase. The union adopted a 
take-it or leave-it attitude. In Mr. 
Murray’s own words, his demand 
was not subject to “dickering or 
compromise.” After days of dis- 
cussion, we gave the union the 
yes-or-no answer which it demand- 
ed, pointing out that no wage in- 
crease was possible until OPA 
granted the steel industry fair 
ceiling prices to which it was en- 
titled. 

In the weeks that followed, I 
made many trips to Washington to 
discuss our wage and price situ- 
ation fully and frankly with the 
Administration, including the OPA 
price administrator, and other of- 
ficials, I hoped to pave the way 
for the resumption of collective 
bargaining negotiations with the 
union. I hoped to avoid the steel 
strike threatened by the union. 
Just two weeks ago yesterday a 
responsible officer of the Govern- 
ment telephoned to me. He stated he 
was authorized to ask me whether 
a $4 a ton increase in steel ceil- 
ing prices would enable my com- 
pany to offer a wage increase, I 
told him that although $4 a ton 
would not balance our costs, in 
order to compose this controversy, 
we would be willing to talk things 
over with the union. 

We promptly resumed collective 
bargaining negotiations with the 
union, meetings being held in New 
York with Mr. Murray, the presi- 
lent of the union, on Jan 10 and 
11. Our first offer was for a 
wage increase of 12%. cents an 
hour, which met one-half of the 
union's original demand. Mr. Mur- 
ray offered to reduce his demand 
from 25 cents to 20 cents an hour.

Truman Suggests 1814 Cents. 

These discussions in Washington 
failed. Mr. Murray refused to

Last Thursday afternoon, when 
a complete deadlock with the 
union had been reached, President 
Truman called Mr, Murray and 
me to his office and proposed a 
wage increase of 18% cents an 
hour, retroactive to Jan, 1,‘ 1946. 
I then told the President that his 
praposal would promptly be sub- 
mitted to the directors of my com- 
pany, and that I would give him 
their decision the next day. 

This was done, and I informed 
the President that we were un- 
able to accept his proposal, 

Here are the reasons we reached 
our absolute limit with the offer 
to the union of a wage increase 
of 15 cents an hour. It would be 
the largest single wage increase in 
the history of United States Steel, 
or of the American steel industry. 
It met 60 per cent of the union's 
original demand, and met 75 per 
cent of its final demand. 


Off-hand, a difference of a few 
cents an hour may seem small, 
but when applied to the hun- 
dreds of thousands of our em- 
ployes, and those of the rest of 
the steel industry, the wage in- 
crease involves additional labor 
costs running into millions of dol- 
lars. As an illustration, the wage 
increase of 15 cents an _ hour, 
which we offered, would increase 
the direct labor costs, exclusive 
of overtime and vacation pay, of 
the steel industry by approximate- 
ly $135,000,000 a year. 

Denies Conspiracy Charge. 


Considering the substantial 
character of our offer to the 
union, how ridiculous it is for the 
union, or anyone else, to charge 
that we are engaged in a con- 
spiracy to destroy labor or this 
particular union. You don’t de- 
stroy unions by offering them the 
highest wage increase in history. 

Steel employes have received 
three wage increases since 1941. 
Straight-time pay, without over- 
time, averaged $1.16 an hour dur- 
ing the month of November 1945. 
We are among the highest-paid 
industries, Under our offer of a 
15-cent-an-hour increase, the aver- 
age pay of steel workers for a 
week of 40 straight-time hours 
would amount to $52.40. This 
would be increased by overtime, 
and overtime was substantial up 
to the time of the strike. 

This wage controversy must be 
settled on a basis which is in 
keeping with the facts and in 
keeping with the public interest. 
United States Steel corporation 
cannot voluntarily be a party to 
an unsound and uneconomical pro- 
gram which may result in finan- 
cial ruin for many small con- 
cerns, which are vital to the in- 
dustrial future of our country. 
The union should accept our very 
fair and generous offer of a 15- 
cent-an-hougr wage increase and 
call off at once a steel strike 
which may soon cripple all in- 
dustry. 

I wonder whether steel workers 
have given any serious thought to 
what they are striking for. Do 
they realize that if they get all 
that Mr. Murray is holding out 
for, they will receive about one 
dollar and a half more per week 
including overtime than under our 
present offer. For each week of 
work lost on strike the steel work- 
er would have to work about ¥ 
months at the higher figure in 
order to come out even. 

From the point of view of the 
average steel worker is such a 
strike as the present one worth- 
while? I doubt it. Under our pro- 
posal, a good part of his wartime 
weekly pay, will be preserved. 
On the basis of a 40-hour week, 
without overtime, the average 
weekly pay of a steel worker with 
the 15 cent increase we offered 
would be over $52, which is sub- 
stantially more than ever was 
earned in peacetime. 

Suggests National Parley. 

Here is a proposal which I be- 
lieve might open the way to a so- 
lution not only of the steel strike, 
but the other strikes that now 
plague the country. 

It is that the President immed- 
lately call a conference in Wash- 
ington of experienced executives 
from representative companies 
which are now directly involved in 
strikes. This should include rep- 
resentatives from steel and other 
industries. These men could dis- 
cuss frankly with the President 
and give him the benefit of their

Barkley Favors Legislation. 

He also said he favored the 
legislation, which would set up a 
commission to police industry, 
Government and labor unions 
against discrimination om account 
of race, color, creed, national ori- 
gin or ancestry. 

Barkley said that to his knowl- 
edge, President Truman had no 
part In bringing up the bill the 
second day of the new session. 
He noted however that Truman

Results of the poll by adminis-

The picket lines formed a half- 
hour before the polls opened at 
8 a.m. and were swelled by other 
members arriving to cast ballots 
who instead joined the line of 
march before the front and rear 
entrances. 

Only three men crossed the line, 
two of whom said they wanted to 
vote, but were unable to do so 
because they found no one inside 
to accept their ballots. 

The polls were unmanned be- 
cause Ryan and other officers 
were conferring on how to handle 
the situation. 

Presence of the pickets con- 
firmed a reported split in union 
ranks over the proposed settle- 
ment in the 18-day-old strike, on 
which the general membership 
was to have voted today. Vir- 
tually the same proposal was de- 
feated overwhelmingly last week 
when put to a vote, principally 
because it provided for a 48-hour 
work week. The unfon had sought 
a 40-hour week. The new proposal 
retains the 48-hour week. 


Negotiating Committee Divided. 


The unton’s negotiating commit- 
tee itself split on the proposal. 
Only by a vote of nine to six did 
the committee decide to resubmit 
the compromise plan to the mem- 
bership with a recommendation 
for its acceptance. 

One of the pickets declared: 
“We're being sold down the river

‘suggested a general meeting be- 
‘fore balloting and others wanted

Answering the complainants, 
Ryan said that “all along the cry 
has been to raise the pay of the 
little fellow.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short said 
today that the War Department 
delayed setting up radar in 
Hawaii in 1941 while it completed 
installations in New York City, 
Seattle and San Francisco. 

Gen. Short read to the Pearl 
Harbor investigating committee a 
telegram he said he had received 
yesterday from Waterloo, Ia., 
signed by Maj. George D. Leask 
of the Army Signal Corps. 

Maj. Leask said that when he 
was transferred to San Francisco | 
on Dec. 10, 1941, he found three 
radar towers “lying on an open 
pier” there. It was not until sev- 
eral weeks later that he received 
instructions from Washington to 
ship them to Honolulu, the tele- 
gram said. . : 

Gen. Short told the committee 
the Army had hired experts from | 
the Radio Corporation of America 
to help install radar equipment on 
the mainland. 

“When it came to Hawaii,” he 
said, “it was just a question of 
the officers digging out what in- 
formation they could and putting 
it together. It looked like the 
War Department was more in- 
terested in developing radar on 
the mainland than in Hawaii.” 
One Movable Radar in Hawaii. 

Gen, Short, Army commander in 
Hawaii in 1941, said none of the 
permanent radar stations on Oahu | 
was in operatiog at the time of 
the Japanese attack on Pear] Har- 
bor. A movable station, being 
operated for practice, picked up 
the Jap planes but the informa- 
tion was not correctly interpreted. 

Gen. Short said he had not rec- 
ommended any disciplinary action 
against Lt. Col. (then Lieutenant) 
Kermit A Tyler, who dismissed 
the radar report of approaching 
planes as unimportant, because he 
knew Lt, Tyler was inexperienced. 

Representative Murphy (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, broke in to say he 
couldn't see how Lt. Col, Tyler | 
had any responsibility anyway be- | 
cause Murphy assumed the Lijieu- 
tenant knew nothing of war warn- 
ing messages and other develop- | 
ments. 

MacArthur Had Data. 

Gen. Short also told the commit- | 
tee than Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
in the Philippines had much more | 
secret information about Japanese 
intentions late in 1941 than hej} 
himself had in Hawaii. 

He contended that Gen. 
Arthur’s prompt extension 
aerial reconnaissance after a Nov, 
27, 3941, warning message from 
Washington was dictated by dif- | 
ferent circumstances in the Philip- | 
pines. 

Gen. Short reminded the com- |! 
mittee that it was the Navy's job | 
to conduct distance aerial] 
searches in the Hawaiian area. He | 
said there was no such arrange- 
ment in the Philippines. 

In addition, Gen, Short said that 
Gen. MacArthur got a great deal 
of information from “magic,” the 
interception of Japanese mes-} 
sages, that was denied to him in| 
Honolulu. The Army and Navy]! 
both operated intercept and de- 
coding stations in the Philippines. 

‘Liaison’ Questioned. 

Rep. Clark (Dem.), North Caro- | 
lina, said he wondered if Gen.

Mayor Burke went on the radio 
Monday night with a public ap- 
peal that the dispute be arbi- 
trated, so that Cleveland could 
have its newspapers back again. 

The newspaper-reading public 
and Cleveland advertisers are be- 
coming increasingly impatient of 
being deprived of the morning 
Plain Dealer and the evening 
Press and News, tadio stations 
in Cleveland are, on the whole, 
Jess adequate in their presentation 
of the news than were St. Louis 
radio stations during the strike 
last fall. 

The newspapers here continue 
to employ all but the striking 
pressmen. The news is gathered, 
written, set in type—but the 
presses do not roll. There are 
no pickets, but there are no press- 
men to operate the giant machines 
that print the papers, either.

Mayor Burke is a quiet, frank-

€.ed-haired Emmett O’Flanaran,

“We can’t buy anything with 
percentages,” O’Flanagan - said.

This is 
the first complete stoppage, how- 
ever, in 102 years of newspapering 
in this city. 

Dispute Over Arbitration. 

The strike was called for 
morning of Jan. 5, after that 
morning's Plain Dealer was 
printed. As the final edition of 
the Plain Dealer rolled, however, 
one of the pressmen read the pub- 
lishers’ strike statement on the 
front page and pushed the button 
that stopped the presses again. 

There followed an acrimonious 
argument between Editor Bellamy 
and Pressman O’Flanagan. Two 
hours later, at 4 a.m., the presses 
rolled again, the publishers’ state- 
ment still on the front page. 

“For years the newspapers’ 
contracts with the pressmen’s 
union have called for arbitration,” 
said the portion of the publishers’ 
statement to which the pressman 
ohjected. “The publishers are in- 
sisting that the arbitration pro- 
visions of their contract with the 
pressmen~ be honored by _ the 
union.”

PEARL HARBOR, Jan. 24 (AP) 
—The use of German submarines 
in Japanese waters in the war was 
recorded in documents found by 
American troops last October in 
the former German naval office 
in Hakone, Japan.

The Mythical Public 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You shed quite a few crocodile tears 
in your editorial, “Time for Strong Medi- 
cine.” The object of your pity was ‘‘the 
public—the innocent, jong-suffering pub- 
lic.” Actually, your editorial is way off 
base, as there is no such thing as “the 
public.” It is important that working 
men understand this. 

To shed a little light on the subject, 
I take the liberty of quoting from an 
editorial by Daniel DeLeon, foremost 
American Socialist. The editorial was 
written in 1910 but it applies today— 
and how. 

“Such a ‘public’ could only exist if its 
members were totally isolated and de- 
void of concern in the outcome of the 
conflict. But is there in fact any such 
isolated fragment of the population? Are 
the bakers oyt on strike? Then shoemak- 
ers, miners, auto workers, trolleymen, 
everybody who eats bread but is not 
either a baker or a bakeshop owner is 
called the ‘public.’ Are the shoemakers 
trying to raise their wages? Then the 
miners, trolleymen, bakers — everyone 
not a shoemaker or a shoe manufac- 
turer—becomes the ‘public.’ . 

“Specious is the attempt to divide so- 
ciety into employed, employers and a 
neutral ‘public’ between them. The divi- 
sion ig false. There are no such three 
classes. There are but two, the employed 
class and the employing, and every in- 
dividual must be in either one or the 
other. ... To speak of ‘disinterested- 
ness’ and ‘aloofness’ under such circum- 
stances is to speak of ‘disinterestedness’ 
and ‘aloofness’ to one branch of any 
army while its comrades are under fire. 

“The duty—nay, the very safety—of 
the working man while a strike is on, 
lies in his performing every possible act, 
in his enduring without grumbling every 
discomfort, and in his gladly meeting 
every sacrifice, if need be, to enable his 
brothers to win. He who allows the 
cords of working-class unison to be 
snapped withfh him by talk of the ‘pub- 
lic’ is worse than the fish enticed to its 
undoing by a tempting bait. He is taken 
in by a myth pure and simple.” 

Thus spoke DeLeon, and I challenge 
the Post-Dispatch or anyone else to re- 
fute the logic of his arguments,

An Excellent Beginning 


There are many public issues more prominent- 
ly in the spotlight than the issue of reforming 
the outmoded and inefficient methods whereby 
Congress attempts to transact the public’s busi- 
ness. But when all is said and done, those spot- 
light issues, and their orderly handling, are 
inseparably bound up with the matter of con- 
gressional reorganization. 

The reason is clear: only if Congress reforms 
its archaic methods, last overhauled back in 
1893, will it be capable of dealing promptly and 
surely and sensibly with such vital public issues 
as industrial relations, full employment, public 
works, atomic energy control, social security, 
and so on. In fact, the successful functioning 
of democracy itself depends to a very large ex- 
tent on getting rid of the parliamentary oxcart 
and giving Congress streamlined equipment 
fitted to this high-speed age. 

An excellent start in that direction has been 
made in the subcommittee report just submitted 
to the joint bi-partisan committee of 12, the 
Ia Follette-Monroney committee, set up some 
time ago by Congress to inquire into and report 
on this basic problem. 

The committee’s authority is restricted by the 
terms of the resolution creating it. Within its 
limitations, it has tackled head-on some of the 
most seri6us hobbles on congressional efficiency, 
and one of the most important of these is the 
excessive, unwieldy number of committees. 

There are now 33 standing committees in the 
They overlap in 
function, some are obsolete, work on them con- 
sumes time that Congressmen should spend else- 
where. The subcommittee advises reducing the 
number to 16 in the Senate and 18 in the House 
—a plan that will undoubtedly be opposed by 
Congressmen greedy to retain the power that 
goes with chairmanships and committee posts. 

Such opposition should be counteracted by 
other recommendations that every member will 
welcome: the proposal for a $5000-a-year in- 
crease in pay, the plan for a pension system and 
the provision for $8000-a-year assistants to 
handle non-legislative matters, the breaking of 
the House Rules Committee’s life - and - death 
power over bills. The present $10,000-a-year pay 
is inadequate, for Congressmen have to stand 
many expenses that in a private business are 
borne by the company. Much time is consumed 
in looking after constituents’ requests, which 
would become the duty of the assistants. Con- 
gressmen should have pension privileges. The 
Rules Committee should not be permitted to 
nullify the right of Congress as a whole to make 
the decisions. ‘ 

The operations of Congress would be im- 
proved by other proposals: a limit on sessions 
to provide a summer recess and a chance to 
hear what constituents are thinking; experi- 
ments with night sessions and a schedule divid- 
ing the week evenly between sessions and com- 
mittee hearings; public hearings at least once 
a month by all committees with pending bills 
before them; turning over to Federal courts the 
claims now handled by Congress, at great ex- 
penditure of time. 

The plan for occasional night sessions, some 
of which would be broadcast, is especially at- 
tractive. Listening in to Congress by radio 
would be most enlightening to the people, and 
it should enhance the caliber of its members’ 
performance. Suppose the current Senate fili- 
buster were being broadcast; how long could the 
Bilbos hold out against the storm of public in- 
dignation the talkathon would arouse? 

Another important change is the proposed ban 
on tacking unconnected bills on appropriations, 
The rider is an undemocratic device, used to 
bring pressure on the President, who must veto 
a needed appropriation or let an undesirable bill 
become law. Its extinction cannot come too soon. 

The subcommittee omitted several important 
reforms that have been urged by experts who 
have studied congressional organization. Senior- 
ity as the basis of committee chairmanships 
should give way to merit, or at least a rotation 
arrangement. Policy committees, to focus party 
responsibility and create better liaison with the 
executive branch, are needed. In addition to 
bing relieved of handling claims, Congress 
should also be spared the task of acting as town 
council for the District of Columbia. 

Despite these omissions and others, which can 
be repaired if the full committee and Congress 
have the will to do so, the report is an admirable 
beginning. Its enactment, for the sake of parlia- 
mentary efficiency, and of propelling Congress 
away from the placid days of 1893 and into the 
rushing postwar epoch, cannot come too soon. 
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Two Grizzlies Guardant 

One inconsistency leads to another, especial- 
ly in the case of Missouri’s State seal, which 
has two. As a recent news story noted, the seal 
often is found with 23 stars, instead of the 24 
prescribed for this twenty-fourth state by an act 
of 1822. But it was a little unfair for the news 
report to blame the two heraldic grizzly bears 
on the seal for failure to keep proper count on 
these stars. 

The 1822 act provides for grizzlies “rampant, 
guardant proper.” That means alert bears, star- 
ing straight out from the seal. Instead, the 
bears always stare at each other. So it’s under- 
standable why, as the news report said, the 
grizzlies should forget to count the stars above 
them. After so many years of neglect, those 
bears aren’t starry-eyed; they’re hypnotized. 
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Unionization of the St. Louis police force is 
opposed by the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police. The interesting thing about 
this is that it’s an association of chiefs.

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Senator Johnson’s Prediction 

When Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, director of 
Selective Service, testified on draft problems 
before a Senate subcommittee the other day, he 
was told by the chairman, Senator Johnson of 
Colorado, “You should’not plan beyond May 15 
because, if I can read the signs, Selective Service 
is going out May 15.” 

Senator Johnson may be right, for a consid- 
erable movement has developed in both houses 
of Congress for abandoning the draft. However, 
if the Senator wants to make such predictions, 
he really ought to go on and explain where the 
necessary men are coming from for the occupa- 


tion and policing duties so essential if the victory 
is to be made permanent. So far, there has been 
little indication that sufficient volunteers can 
be recruited to do the job, and the only alter- 
native would be further delays in discharge of 
soldiers now serving abroad. 

Maybe the GIs in Manila and Paris and 
Shanghai would like to comment on the idea of 
shutting off the draft before the demobilization 
problem is solved.

The Carry-Back Issue 


As an interested party, Philip Murray may 
have overdrawn his charge that U. S. Steel, Gen- 
eral Motors and other corporations are taking 
advantage of tax favoritism to finance wholesale 
union-busting. Nevertheless, Murray has raised 
a very serious question already supported by 
enough circumstantial evidence to justify explor- 
ing it to the bottom. 

During the war, corporations paid a net 85.5 
per cent tax on profits in excess of their average 
earnings in the “base” period 1936-39. Excess 
profits taxes died with 1945, but the “carry- 
back” provision still applies. Under this pro- 
vision, a corporation whose 1946 earnings fall 
below the base earnings can obtain refunds of 
excess profits tax it has paid in 1945 or 1944 or 
both, This provision, it has been said, would 
guarantee General Motors a comfortable profit 
this year even if it were still strike-bound on 
Dec. 31. 

Then, as Murray and Senator Kilgore propose, 
should the carry-back be repealed? Unfortunate- 
ly, that course would thwart a legitimate pur- 
pose. Business was given the -benefit of this 
provision because it was not allowed to accumu- 
late reconversion reserves during the war. Many 
corporations need such reconversion funds. It 
is in the public interest that they have them. 

But they should not have the refunds on the 
present terms, with no strings attached. For it 
cannot be doubted that the carry-back cushion 
sustains some managements in an all-out re- 
fusal to negotiate peace terms with labor. To 
that extent, the provision is grossly inequitable. 
Striking workers cannot draw unemployment 
compensation. Farmers can benefit from Gov- 
ernment price supports only by producing. Cor- 
porations alone—and among them only the firms 
whose earnings increased greatly during the war 
—can take a long holiday from production with- 
out substantial expense to themselves. 

With good reason, many Americans are shocked 
by the great advantage the law has thus given 
management in labor disputes. Not only that, 
but the advantage is also one of corporations 
over the American people. To finance industrial 
war of attrition by tax refunds is to load the 
expense of management’s war on taxpayers at 
large—the same hard-ridden taxpayers who are 
already paying for industrial strife by being de- 
prived of needed goods and by the back-door in- 
flation of prices caused by scarcity of goods. 

Thus prompt and vigorous action is strongly 
needed in the public interest. Reasoning citizens 
need not clamor unjustly and unwisely for out- 
right repeal of the carry-back provision. That 
act would be bad even if the Administration 
were not throwing a certain weight on labor's 
side of the battle by leaving wages free to rise 
while it continues to hold price ceilings. 

With Senator Morse’s moderate counsel, how- 
ever, one may wholeheartedly concur: The Gov- 
ernment should “proceed to determine to what 
extent tax savings are being used to carry on an 
anti-labor drive by big business.” Then Con- 
gress and the President should move to bar such 
misuse of legitimate benefit.

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Paradox in Plant Seizures 

Only a few hours after the White House an- 
nounced yesterday that.the strike-bound packing 
plants would be seized and operated by the 
Government, the AFL Meat Workers’ Union 
ordered its 70,000 men to be back on their jobs 
Saturday, when Federal authorities take charge. 
There is no similar commitment as yet from the 
CIO union, which has 200,000 members on 
strike, but at least their return to work is closer 
to a possibility than if the President had not 
ordered the plants’ seizure. 

Why, if Mr. Truman feels it necessary for the 
Government to seize the packing plants, does 
he not take the same action with regard to the 
steel and General Motors plants? 

Insuring that the meat supply will not be cut 
off is important, to be sure, but it is scarcely of 
greater long-run importance than insuring the 
continued production of steel, the basic product 
of all American industry, and autos, 

Though plant seizure is not the ideal solution, 
it does at least offer a good chance for resump- 
tion of production, which it has never failed to 
bring about when previously used. Then why 
the President’s ,~aradoxical hesitancy to employ 
it to restore steel and motors production? 
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A Name for It 


Senator Thomas of Oklahoma wants to see 
higher prices and wages at once, and a market 
controlled wholly by supply and demand. Other- 
wise, says he, the burden of taxes will be in- 
tolerable. 

That presents an interesting question. The 
Senator, as it happens, is concerned for the price 
of cotton. Does the Senator want a’supply-and- 
demand price? No, the Senator does not want 
a supply-and-demand price. For, as everybody 
knows, cotton left to find its own price would 
fall pretty fast toward 10 cents. The Senator 
would rather see cotton up toward 30 cents, 
and he has never been known to pass up a legis- 
lative chance to tinker it toward that goal. 

But let that pass. It is still more interesting 
that the Senator wants higher prices to make 
it easier for people to pay their dues on the 
public debt, Let’s be modest, then, and make 
it only twice as easy by only doubling prices. 
If we hold to that modest limit, we shall reduce 
the shelter, clothing and food of widows and 
orphans who live on insurance proceeds by only 
50 per cent. And we shall only have the value 
of the war bonds which Americans, including a 
few millions who put on their country’s uniform, 
bought under the impression that the Govern- 
ment would keep faith with them. 

“Call it inflation if you want,” says the Sena- 
for.

_ False prophecies that immigrants help increase unemployment and 
reduce the wage level have been heard for decades, writer says: 
truth is just the opposite; newcomers have produced new industrial 
and cultural projects and have contributed vigor to American life. 


Felix Cohen in This Month 


“When the country was new, it might 
have been good policy to admit all. But 
it is so no longer.” 

This solemn warning, delivered by Repre- 
sentative Harrison G. Otis of Massa- 
chusetts, on June 26, 1797, has been re- 
peated with monotonous regularity ever 
since. In every decade, writers and ora- 
tors have predicted that a continuation 
of immigration would be disastrous, 
though they generally concede that immi- 
grants of earlier decades have contributed 
to our national strength and prosperity. 


If all the prophets who praised the im- 
migration of earlier years and warned 
against the disastrous consequences of con- 
tinued immigration have proved to be 
wrong in the past, perhaps those who re- 
peat the distinction today are likewise mis- 
taken, 

It may even turn out that those who 
promised in 1921 that a radical curtailment 
of immigration would prevent unemploy- 
ment were mistaken. At least it is timely 
to consider what effects our past and pres- 
ent immigration policies have had upon 
our economic life. 


Popular Theory Is Wrong 


According to prevailing popular theory, 
immigration increases unemployment, re- 
duces wage levels and menaces our Way 
of life. 

Popular theory regards every immigrant 
as a competitor to native-born job seekers. 
Does it not then follow that he adds to 
the roll of the unemployed? The answer 
is: It does not follow. 


It is true that immigration adds to the 
supply of labor, just as human birth or 
insulin does, but just as surely it adds to 
the demand for labor. Whether it adds 
more on one side of the ledger than on 
the other is not a question that can be 
answered by armchair argument. Refer- 
ence to objective facts and statistics indi- 
cates that immigrants have done more 
than their share of job-creating in the 
United States. 

As against the myth that immigrants 
take away jobs, the fact is that many of 
our industries have been largely built up 
by immigrant inventors, enterprisers and 
laborers. How many jobs do we owe to 
such immigrants as the four electrical 
wizards of America, Steinmetz, Pupin, 
Tesla and Faccieli, and the three great im- 
migrant aircraft designers, Fokker, Sikor- 
sky and De Seversky? 


New Jobs Are Created 


The fact of the matter is that every 
wave of immigration in our national his- 
tory has served to create new jobs, new 
forms of agricultural or industrial produc- 
tion, new bases of domestic and interna- 
tional trade. These effects have been in- 
tensified in the case of refugee immigra- 
tion because refugees are the survivors of 
a bitter struggle for existence, Their cap- 
ital consists of immaterial things—the 
skills and the knowledge that cannot be 
stripped from a man when he is robbed 
of his material possessions, 

We have profited as a nation from the 
fact that so large a proportion of the later 
immigration to these shores has consisted 
of men and women bringing special gifts 
in the way of skill and Knowledge, the 
intangible goods of which mankind has a 
perpetual undersupply. 

The fact Is that, outside of the temporary 
prosperity of our war years, our national 
employment rolls have risen most rapidly 


in periods of high immigration and have 
declined only in periods when immigration 
was interrupted or curtailed. Immigra- 
tion, bringing new domestic markets and 
new industries, stimulating home-building 
and construction, developing new lands 
and resources, broke every depression 
down to 1921. 

Since then, we have tried desperately to 
find substitute stimuli for our industrial 
development. The stimulus of the 1920s, 
large-scale foreign loans, proved a delu- 
sion, ahd the stimulus of deficit spending 
and war production during the past decade 
offers little hope for future years, 


As to Wage Standards 


But is it not true that immigrants under- 
mine American wage standards? Certainly 
it is on the basis of this idea that labor 
leaders like Samuel Gompers and Matthew 
Woll (themselves immigrants) have led 
the fight to close the gates to later im- 
migrants. 

But again, the facts do not bear ont 
the theory. In industry after industry, 
it is the immigrants who have organized 
in unions and won decent wage standards 
when regions without immigrants were 
most backward in unionization and stood 
lowest on the list of wage scales. 

Immigrant statesmen like Senator Wag- 
ner and Senator Murray have led the fight 
for better labor legislation, for public 
housing and for social security. Immi- 
grant farmers have revolutionized farm in- 
come figures in the states where they 
have been welcomed. 

Deprived of the usual economic argu- 
ments, the immigration restrictionists can 
always fall back on the argument that 
aliens menace the American way of life. 
Like most appeals to emotions of fear and 
hatred, the argument seems unanswerable, 
But if we try to define what we really 
mean by the American way of life, we 
find that whatever is distinctive about 
American civilization has depended upon 
the impact of immigration. 


Substitute for Frontiers 


Nothing is more American than the two- 
party system, That system flourishes in 
all the high-immigration states. The one- 
party states of the South, where men vote 
as their grandfathers voted, are the states 
that are practically free of immigrants, 


Immigration has always been a part of 
the fluidity and opportunity of American 
life. Without continued immigration, there 
are no frontiers to settle. 


If, as some of our economic theorists 
tell us, the frontier has gone, it is not be- 
cause the wilderness has been settled. In 
Alaska alone, more than 500,000 square 
miles of wilderness, an area as large as 
all Scandinavia, with similar @¢limate but 
richer in agricultural and natural re- 
sources, beckons in vain. In the states of 
the Union, there are still more than 250,000 
miles of open public domain, an area larger 
than Germany, available for homesteading, 

The wilderness has not vanished from 
America, as any watcher-out-of-the-train- 
windows knows. If anything has vanished, 
it is the uprooted seeker of a new home- 
land, accustomed to hardship and willing 
to face the wilderness and tame it.

When Jefferson, as Ambassador to France, 
met him in Paris in 1785, Ledyard had ale 
ready sailed with Capt. James Cook, land- 
ing with George Vancouver at Nootka 
Sound on the island which took Vancou- 
vers name, and taking part in the discove 
ery of Hawaii--serving under the notorious 
Capt. Bligh of Nordhoff and Hall's Bounty 
trilogy, Disgusted with the license of the 
French court “The Palais Royal,” he 
wrote, “was built by the present Duc de 
Chartres and is the only legitimate off- 
spring he has—except his stables”—Lede- 
yard was eager to be off again on his wan- 
derings, and he and John Paul Jones were 
projecting a fur business on the Northwest 
coast of North America, a deal that fell 
through. 

Ledyard the seafarer and Jefferson the 
landlubber concocted a scheme that reflect- 
ed their incongruity: the adventurer should 
travel to Western North America by foot, 
except for the trifling business of the strait 
which Vitus Bering had conclusively dis- 
covered 44 years before. Ledyard was to 
cross the strait as an ordinary commercial 
passenger, proceeding, again by foot, from 
the West Coast to New York. The name of 
Kamchatka Peninsula, from which Ledyard 
Originally intended to sail to Alaska, so fas- 
cinated Jefferson (“my friend, my father” 
the sailor of fortune affectionately ad- 
dressed him) that in every letter he con- 
trived some way to use the golden word: 
IKhamchatka.

Now 
Congress has discovered that this 
inequality extends to demobiliza- 
tion. 

Officers in both the Army and 
Navy are entitled to terminal 
leave. Depending on the amount 
of leave they have accumulated— 
four months is the maximum— 
they can take time, on full pay 
with allowances, to look around 
for a job and begin the process of 
readjustment to civilian life. 


Dr. Rusk’s Views. 


Enlisted men in the two services 
do not have the same privilege. 
They must go to a separation cen- 
ter and there wait out the process 
of final discharge. 

As Dr. Howard A. Rusk pointed 
out in a recent article in the New 
York Times, this gives the officer 
a great advantage over the en- 
listed man. It tends to make the 
process of adjustment much easier 
for the officer, says Dr Rusk who, 
as a Colonel in the Army Air 
Forces, worked out the air forces’ 
splendid rehabilitation program: 


Today the combat enlisted man 
goes directly to a separation cen- 
ter. He is discharged as rapidly 
as possible and, when he gets his 
final discharge papers, he is out 
of the Army. This means that 
he cannot avail himself of Army 
medical facilities The officer, in 
contrast, in his months of terminal 
leave, can go into an Army or 
Navy hospital instead of having to 
take his chances in a crowded 
veterans’ hospital. 


Four Billions More. 


For some months, Congress has 
been hammering away at this in- 
equity. There must be a dozen 
bills which have been introduced 
in the House alone. The War De- 
partment was asked to submit 
figures on the cost of extending 
the privilege of terminal leave to 
enlisted men as well as officers,

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Tom Gorman Declines Offer to Coach Football at Washington U. 


Accepting 
Place With 
Auto Firm 


By Robert Morrison 

Tom Gorman, former Washing- 
ton University football coach, to- 
day informed that institution he 
would notgaccept its offer of a 
one-year coaching contract and 
announced he was leaving the 
Jield of sports to take a position 
with General Motors Corporation. 

Gorman, who had been con- 
sidering the offer to return to the 
job he held for a year before he 
entered the Naval service follow- 
ing the 1942 football season, said 
the new position he was taking 
“had no influence on my decision 
not to return to Washington.” 

In a_ positively-worded letter, 
which Gorman mailed from his 
Lexington, Ky., residence, he said 
he felt he would be “fighting a 
losing battle” if he returned to 
the coaching job, 

Offer Not Attractive. 

“T have decided against accept- 
ing the proposition offered me by 
Washington University through 
Dr. Ewerhardt (chairman of the 
athletic committee),” Gorman’s 
letter said. “In addition, I am 
leaving coaching to accept a po- 
sition with the Chevrolet 
division of General Motors. 
offer to me of this position with 
Chevrolet had no influence on my 
decision not to return to Wash- 
’ gngton. 

“To me there was nothing at- 
tractive in the proposition offered 
by W.U.” 

Known to have disagreed with 
Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
and Deans William G. Bowling 
and Douglas V. Martin Jr. on 
points of athletic policy discussed 
about two weeks ago, Gorman in- 
dicated that reasons for their fail- 
ure to come to terms probably in- 
cluded athletic scholarships. 

“I regret leaving coaching,” he 
wrote, “but in my case I believe 
it the wise thing to do. Because 
of my feelings as to the merit of 
intercollegiate athletics, I would 
be fighting a losing battle all 
along. I can’t agree with some 
that there is a stigma attached 
to a boy who has a wholesome 
interest in athletics and is of nor- 
mal intelligence and possessed of 
good character. In addition ap- 
parently an additional qualifica- 
tion must be (for an athlete) that 
he have a sound financial stand- 
ing. This is not true in the case 
of boys who have attributes other 
than athletics.” 

Dean Martin said Gorman’s re- 
jection offer had been received 
and that an early meeting of the 
athletic committee would be called 
to determine the university's next 
steps. 

“This doesn’t change our as yet 
uncompleted athletic policy ma- 
terially,’ Dean Martin said. “We 
have not yet found that satisfac- 
tory basis for football and the 
conversations with Gorman were 
premature from that point of view. 
We are now right back where we 
started from.” 

Chancellor Compton was out of 
the city and athletic committee 
chairman Dr. Ewerhardt said the 
next move would await his return. 

Gorman, who was line coach at 
Creighton University for five years 
before he came to Washington, 
succeeded Frank (Butch) Loebs at 
the Hilltop and coached the Bears 
to a five-won, five-lost season in 
1942. 

Separated from the Navy last 
December, Gorman visited St. 
Louis twice recently for conversa- 
tions with officials of Washington 
University, whose chancellor had 
announced he was seeking a basis 
for football which would avoid the 
commercial aspects of the college 
sports. 

Early in the conferences, Gor- 
men said he believed he would be 
able to develop football at Wash- 
ington along the lines the chan- 
cellor wished. Toward the end, 
however, Gorman evidenced dis- 
couragement over certain dis- 
agreements and after receiving the 
university offer, began looking for 
another job. 

Gorman will be headquartered 


in Chicago in his new position, he | 


said. 

Gorman was the second sports 
leader to leave Washington [Jni- 
versity. Bob Kinnan, who had 
been supervisor of intercollegiate 
athletics, departed the first of 
the year, also to take a business 
position. 

Also returned from military 
service, Kinnan resumed his 
duties at Washington last fall and 
occupied part of the time contact- 
ing other schools in attempt to 
line up football games. He was 
unable to close any dates, how- 
ever, when the university failed 
to arrive at an athletic policy that 
assured a football team for next 
fall. 

A member of the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference, Washington has 
remimed conference basketball 
and will resurme other conference 
sports. Football, suspended dur- 
ing the war, still remains a ques- 
tion mark for 1946.

The Record Makers

OOTIE WILLIAMS’S great growl trumpet, considerably 
& more famous than his band, remains practically silent on 
his new Capitol waxing. This will come as a disappoint- 
ment for Cootie’s fans who have been complaining of the 
dearth of his playing on records since leaving the Ellington 


and Goodman organizations. The new Capitol platter, how- 
ever, has one big selling point—great blues shoutin’ by Eddie 
Vinson on “Juice Head Baby.” Vinson, singer-alto saxist' who 
broke away from Cootie’s band several months ago, recently 
made a sensational debut with his own band on “Juice Head 
Baby” for the Mercury label. To compete with it, Capitol 
decided to issue the Williams version waxed some time ago 
in New York and not up to par in engineering. Cootie’s horn 
growls peacefully behind Vinson’s singing and the band blasts 
out occasionally. Flipover is “Salt Lake City Bounce,” a flag- 
waver with brass pyrotechnics, tenor, piano and drum solos 
and an open horn ride by Cootie on the bridge of the last 
chorus. Incidentally, Cootie’s band, together with the Ink 
Spots and Ella Fitzgerald, are scheduled here for a week’s ap- 
pearance in April at the Pine Street Y.M.C.A. circus.

GG cheese custard is a novel 
main dish, but once cooked 
and attractively served, it 
won't take long for it to become 


one of the old standbys in your ~ 


menu plans for meatless days. 
The high protein and fat con- 
tent of the mixture is just right 
to produce one of the most lucious 
of gold and brown crusts that 
can be produced on any food. 
The surface bubbles up and 
emerges with a blistening beady 
like surface. When the pudding 
is cooked in a shallow baking dish 
or a giass pie or cake dish, it 
can be set on a colorful plate and 
brought right to the table sizzling 
hot. Here it can be cut into at- 
tractive wedges or other forms 
that divide into shapes deter- 
mined by the shape of the baking 
dish. When a harmonizing sauce 
is available to be poured over 
the wedges, the effect is one that 
should appeal without fail. When 
a concentrated milk food like this 
is served, most people will enjoy 
having a beverage other than 
milk at that particular meal. In 
cold weather hot fruit beverage 
or hot tea will be enjoyed. 


Egg Cheese Custard with 
Tomato Sauce, 

Five eggs, beaten, one-half cup 
milk, one cup cooked rice, 1 cup 
grated American cheese (one- 
fourth pound), two tablespoons 
melted butter, one teaspoon 
chopped onion, one-half teaspoon 
salt one teaspoon prepared 
mustard, dash of pepper. Beat 
eggs, add remaining ingredi- 
ents and mix. Pour into a but- 
tered 10x6 inch pan and bake at 
350 degrees Fahrenheit for 25 min- 
utes. Serve with tomato sauce. 
Four servings. 

Tomato Sauce, 

Two tablespoons butter, one- 
fourth cup chopped celery, one- 
fourth cup grated carrot, two tea- 
spoons chopped onion, one table- 
spoon flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
Sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one cup tomato juice. 

Melt butter in saucepan. Add 
celery, carrots and onions and 
saute for five minutes. Add flour 
and blend into fat. Add sugar, 
salt and tomato juice and cook 
over medium heat with constant 
stirring until mixture boils and 
is slightly thickened.

LONDON. 


N looking at the many assembly 
| delegates who have been in 

public Hfe in their countries, 
often in the diplomatic service, I 
cannot help feeling that one of 
the most difficult things to achieve 
here is going to be frank state- 
ments of what any individual 
really thinks and feels. 


However, unless we are going 
back to the old idea of a balance 
of power—of one group lined up 
against another—it seems to me 
that everyone in open conference 
must speak his mind and say 
things so clearly and explicitly 
that no country has to wonder 
afterwards just exactly what was 
meant. 


It has not been the habit of 
nations to deal with each other on 
the basis of complete frankness. 
And yet I have a conviction that, 
only if we come to understand 
the fears of other people which 
lead them to make certain de- 
mands, and their desire for eco- 
nomic or political power which 
necessitates certain other de- 
mands, will we be able to make 
each nation face its own situation 
in relation to similar situations in 
other nations, 


A forum is provided here, but 
whether men long accustomed to 
leave much unsaid can now realize 
that the success of this undertak- 
ing depends on complete under- 
standing and frankness, is some- 
thing that remains to be seen.

Then there are many letters 
from our *service men’s British 
wives who are waiting anxiously to 
join their husbands in the United 
States. Some of them have heard 
nothing from their husbands and 
aré even more anxious. Also, there 
are letters of welcome and letters 
of appreciation for what my hus- 
band. did for the people of the 
world.

OCCASIONALLY, there is a let- 
ter such as the one I have before 
me now, which is somewhat 
caustic in tone. 
that Secretary Byrnes pledged 
that the United States would ful- 
fill her obligations to the world, 
then asks me how that is to 
be done when “great numbers of 
United States service men appear 
to be simply intent on getting 

back home.” 


The man of course does not real- 
ize that our men are always more 
than willing to do a job when they 
know that it is important and that 
they are the ones who have to see 
it through. All that our service 
men are asking today is to know 
clearly what,their obligations are 
and what real work there is for 
them to do over here. These men 
are young, and they feel that life 
for them at home is waiting to 
begin. They do not like to be idle 
-—-and some of them have been 
none too busy. By that I do not 
mean that they have not had work 
to do, but it has not been the 
kind of work that they felt was 
essential. 


Young people know very quick- 
Iy whether work is real or “made.” 
I remember once when I was try- 
ing to teach my own youngsters 
that they ‘must do something be- 
cause I thought it was good for 
them. They looked at me some- 
what blandly and said: “Why must 
we, when there is someone else 
who could do it for us?” 

. . . 

OUR MEN OVERSEAS are not 
shirking their job—they just don’t 
quite understand what their job 
is. It is hard to remember that, 
as an individual in a foreign coun- 
try, you are always your own 
country’s ambassador — making a 
friend for your country or making 
an enemy. 


In addition, I’m not sure how 
many of these young men realize 
that they not only represent the 
United States, but also the great- 
est democracy in the world—that 
they should understand how that 
democracy functions, what it has 
achieved, what it can achieve in 
the future, and how they can use 
their citizenship to help in that 
achievement. If they realized all 
this, they could do a good job of 
spreading democracy wherever 
they are, particularly in Germany. 

But I doubt very much whether 
this is clear enough to them. So 
often in the United States we take 
s0 much for granted that we find 
it hard to explain to any one else 
what we consider our rights, privi- 
leges and, above all, our duties.

Want something wonderful to 
eat with green salads or with 
spaghetti with meat sauce? Try 
some garlic breadsticks, a Euro- 
pean delight that we would do 
well to make use of more often. 

Put a cut clove of garlic in one- 
fourth cup of melted butter and 
set it over the heat—turned very 
low—for 15 minutes. Take out 
‘the garlic. (If you are afraid of 
scorching the butter, use the top 
of a double boiler over hot water. 
Incidentally, margarine does pret- 
ty well if you can’t spare the but- 
ter). Cut the top and sides from 
a loaf of unsliced bread, prefer- 
ably French or Italian type, and 
cut wide slices just to, but not 
through, the bottom crust. Brush 
all sides of the slices with the 
garlic butter, put sliced loaf into 
a brown paper bag and toast it in 
a moderate oven for about 20 min- 
utes—or until the sticks are nicely 
browned. Serve hot. As an add- 
ed touch, add a tablespoon of 
minced parsley to the garlic but- 
ter just before spreading it on the 
bread slices.

EORGE SAND (Aurore Du- 
G pin) was an amazing French 

woman who lived from 1804 
to 1876, and, according to her 
contemporaries, raised Cain every 
minute of the time. She was the 
forerunner of all modern, rebel- 
lious, independent women. She 
did everything that Nineteenth 
Century ladies were supposed not 
to do. She discarded the cumber- 
some hoops of the day and went 
about in trousers, riding astride, 
smoking and looking everyone 
straight in the eye. 

She was not noisy about it. She 
was, indeed, very quiet, gentle 
and sympathetic, but she was de- 
termined to live life honestly and 
bravely, and she refused to let 
her mind, body or _ spirit be 
hampered needlessly. 

* * * 

SHE DIVORCED a worthless 
husband, wrung her beloved chil- 
dren from his incompetent hands, 
and then further exasperated re- 
spectable people by making a tre- 
mendous success of writing in 
the face of slander, persecution 
and almost unbelievable hardship. 

A strong woman—a woman who 
was like a great, buoyant wind 
blowing through the musty ‘so- 
ciety of her day—and yet for the 
most part, a miserably unhappy 
woman, For, with all her intel- 
ligence and spirit, George Sand 
was caught in that cruel trap 
which has crushed so many 
women’s lives. 

George Sand was trapped by 
romance. 

She thought, as women have 
always thought, that she would 
find the answer to her life’s riddle 
in some man’s love. If she could 
only find the right man, all her 
restlessness would be stilled, her 
hungers satisfied. But she never 
found the right man, although she 
loved and was loved by many of 
the most brilliant men of her 
day with every possible demon- 
stration of extravagant devotion. 
Never did a woman dare more 
for romance or receive more in 
return for her daring than George 
Sand. Yet romance failed her — 
her heart remained unsatisfied.

West opened a low diamond 
and right then declarer was faced 
with a very important guess. 
Playing against certain Wests, 
declarer would have let the lead 
ride to his own jack, but he knew 
that this particular West had an 
aversion to leading from queens, 
whereas he very often underled 
aces. Anyway, the vital thing 
was to win the first diamond 
trick, if possible, and thereby re 
tain complete control. Obviously, 
the only chance of holding the 
first trick depended on West's 
having underplayed the ace. On 
that reasoning, declarer boldly 
put up dummy’s diamond king. 
The singleton spade then was led. 
East played low and the jack 
forced West's ace. 

West laid down the diamond 
ace. Declarer ruffed and then 
ruffed a spade. Now, since the 
diamond and spade aces had been 
located in West's hand, it was a 
virtual certainty that the club ace 
was in East hand. Declarer 
knew that he had no time to es- 
tablish club tricks; the pressing 
consideration was to win one club 
trick, and win it in a hurry. To 
that end he led dummy’s club jack 
as a feint, making it appear that 
he was going to finesse. East 
ducked and declarer went right 
up with the king. He then ruffed 
another spade in dummy and an- 
other diamond in his own hand. 
On the fourth spade lead, West 
hastily got rid of his last dia- 
mond, but this did not bother de- 
clarer. He ruffed with the heart 
ten, then ruffed dummy’s last dia- 
mond with the heart ace. (He 
could count West out of dia- 
monds). He then led his last 
spade and, regardless of West's 
action, dummy’s lone heart queen 
had to make.
